{We have already published all the de- 
bates on De Witt Clinton’s Resolutions, 
which took place on the Ist and 2d of 
February. On the 3d, a democratic re- 
porter came into the house, and pretend- 
ed to take notes of the debates. His 
reports immediately appeared in the 
Register—that is, he reported all the 


demecratic speeches, dressed up in his 


own best style, and gave a poor, garbled 
sketch of Mr. Van Rensselaer’s, and 
wholly suppressed Mr. Van Vechten’s. 
It cannot be expected, that we will now 
follow him, and republish the democra- 
iie speeches, which he published six 
weeks ago. We therefore pass them 
all over, and in this paper present our 
readers with Mr. Van Vechten’s second 
very able and luminous speech—and as 
soon as we can find time to decypher it» 
a correct copy of Mr. Van Rensselaer’s 
will follow. Edit. Bal.) 


Mr. Van Vechten’s second Speech, 

On De Witt Clinton’s Resolutions. 

February 3, 1809, 
Mr. SPEAKER, 

It was not my intention to have troub- 
led the house again on these resolutions ; 
but the illiberal, uncandid and unparlia- 
mentary conduct of their advocates in the 
course of the discussion, renders a reply 
indispensable. 

There are contained in the resolutions, 
with the recitals prefixed to them, five 
general propositions, which I shall notice 
distinctly in the order in which they are 
stated. 

The first is, “ that the overtures of 
“ the general government to the bellige- 
“ rents have been fair, friendly, impartial 
** and pacific.” 

This proposition, siz, embraces a sub- 
ject about which we have but very partial 
information. The administration, con- 
trary to the democratic maxim, that a re- 
publican government should have no se- 
crets, has seen {it to withhold from the pub- 
lic some important documents. Hence 
it is evident that we are destitute of the 
knowledge that is necessary to justify an 
assent to this unqualified proposition. 

Should we repose ourselves on news- 
paper communications, and the uncontra- 
dicted statements of enlightened mem- 
bers on the floor of congress, we shall find 
that there is much room for suspicion 
that the proposition is incorrect. 

To cultivate peace inthe spirit of ic 
with two belligerent nations, sincerity 
and impartiality towards both are essen- 
tial. A disposition to take advantage of 
a great pressure upon the one, and to fa- 
vour the views of the other, is neither 
fair, friendly or pacific. Great-Britain is 
now, and has for several years been strug- 
gling for existence against the suceessful 
tyrant of Europe. Her ultimate success 
in that struggle is intimately connected 
with the security of civil liberty. Yet in 
all our negotiations with her, the admin- 
istration have pertinaciously insisted on 
ber relinquishing the right of taking her 
owr seamen from on board eur merchant- 
men—a right, the surrender of which at 
this dangerous crisis of her affairs, would 
matericlly impair her effective force. 
Was this conduct either fair, friendly, im- 
partial or pacific ? 

We profess, sir, to be a neutral nation. 
We claim the free exercise of neutral 
rights. Are not those rights bottomed 
on an obligation to perform the duties ap- 
pertaining to a state of neutrality? And 
is not strict impartiality towards the bel- 
ligerents the most important of those du. 
ties ? Have the administration been faich- 
ful to their duty in this respect? Are not 
the armed vessels of France admitted to 
all the rights of hospitality in our perts, 
while those of Great-Britain are excluded ? 
Has not the president given permission 
to the former, to receive supplies in our 
harbours which are denied to the latter? 
Has not the gentleman from New-York 
(Mr. Sanford) toldthe house, that the de- 
crees of France are impotent, because 
she has not the power to enforce them’; 
but that the condition of Great-Britain is 
different 2? Was this intended by way of 
apology for the comity of the administra- 
tion towards his imperial majesty, and as 
a justification of their hostility towards 
England? Whatever may have been his 
intention, the inference ts plain, that he 
admits that the embargo, which the advo- 
cates of these resolutions Consider as a 
coercive measure, is aimed cxclusively 
against Great Britain. How then can 
that gentleman support the proposition, 
that the conduct of the administration to- 


wards ’rauce and Engiand, or, to use his. 





be told, that the proposition does not re- 
fer to the conduct, butto the overturés of 
the administration. I hope, sir, the gen- 
Ueman has too much respect for himsélf 
to resort to such a miserable sophism. 

But the advocates of the resolutions, 
aware of the fallacy of this proposition, do 
not attempt to refute the arguments of 
their opponents. They find it easter to 
charge those opponents with being the 
apologists of Great-Britain, than to mect 
their reasoning. Bear with me, sir, for a 
moment while [ examine that charge. | 

It has been deemed expedient by an hon- 
orable Senatorto renew the profession of 
his political faith. For what purpose it is 
done is not for me tosay. The hon. the sen- 
ate have transmitted the articles of his creed 
to this house, and, (forsome reason,) have 
called upon us to attest its orthodoxy We 
have scruples ; and to shew that they are 
well founded, we are constrained to draw 
in question the trath of his doctrines ; 
and for this involuntary transgression we 
are dubbed the apologists of Great-Bri- 
tain. Surely, sir, this is uncharitable and 
unjust. The honorable professor ought 
to have known that the minority of this 
house are under no obligation to subscribe 
to his false creed. They might perhaps 
have been willing, in order to reconcile 
his embargo friends in the south to him, 
to certify that he adheres stedfastly to 
the cause of democracy. Farther we can- 
not go, and therefore we must rely on the 
good sense of ourconstituents to discrim- 
inate between a frank exposure of the fal- 
lacy of his proposition, and the unworthy 
charge of apologizing for Great Britain. 

But the gentleman from New-York, 
(Mr. Sanford) alledges another charge a- 
gainst me individually, namely, that I 
have said that we have no cause of war 
against Englanc. On this point, sir, I! 
shail only remark that, whatever may be 
my private sentiments on this question, 
the allegation is wholly incorrect. I did 
say, and now repeat, that the ddministra- 
tic. cannot consider the search of our 
merchantmen for British seamen, the | 











ministration apprehensive of a war with: 
England in consequence of it? If ‘they’ 
are, why is not the nation informed of its’ 
danger ? Why doesnot the president a- 
vow the responsibility Which he has as- 
sumed? Why are we kept in ignorance 
of the urgent motives whith these reso- 
lutions imply, for burying at the present 
moment all our internal differences? «I 
fear, sir, that thés€ motives are more inti- 
mately connected with the views of ‘the! 
‘dominant partys; Md with the retestion of 
their power, thafi with the interest of ther 
nation. It is difficult tobelieve in the sine 
cerity of men, who exhort those of their” 
fellow-citizens from whom they*tieve for’ 
a long time separated themselves, to peaces 
concord and union, and, inthe same breath, 
load them with the bitterest reproaches 
ahd most malignamt imputations. This 
gross inconsistency is, to my mind. con- 
clusive evidence that the exhortation te 
bury internal differences, 1s dictated more 
by an apprehension of danger to the party 
in power, than to the nation, and that op- 
position to the unjust pretensions dnd a=. 
trocious outrages of foreign powepy, is a 
mere pretext for lending the support.of 
the legislature of this state toe tottering’ 
administrauon. Rumors’ have goné a~ 
broad, that tear has enteréd the camp of 
democracy—that the troops of the palace 
begin to falter, and that the indignant voice” 
of a free and high spirited people, groan- 
ing under oppression, bas appalled” their 
leaders. And hence, sir,proceeds the in- 
Vitation cootained in these resolutions, to 
rally round the standard of government. 
Its real object is, to revive the drooping 
courage of the satellites of the administra- 
tion—to encourage them to persevere in 
their mad career, and to uphold rulers 
who have prostrated the const#tutioneand 
brought disgrace and rum upen our cun- 
try. Are the majorite-af thas: housé ~wil- 
ling to be made auxiliaries: to-aecontplish 
that object? Willits accomplishment ac- 
cord with the wishes and. interest of-our 
constituents ? Have théy not more reason 
to expect that we will use our best enfica- 


murder of Pierce, and the attack on the} vors to break, than to rivet the fetters 


Chesapeake, as just causes of war, because 
the President bas formally announced to 
Congress that he had offered the British 
government to relinquish his War measure 
(the embargo) on the single condition of 
that government’s répealing her orders in 
council. Whether he was'right in so do- 
ing, is a matter which I leave to be settled 
between him and the mover and advocates 
of these resolutions, which contain an un- 
qualified approbation of his conduct. 

The next preposition is * that the refu- 
‘« sal of the belligerents to listen to the pa- 
“« cific overtures of the administration, has 
‘* rendered it the peculiar and incumbent 
“ duty of all good citizens, attached to the 
‘¢ rights and honor of our country, to bury 
“in oblivion all internal differences, and 
‘* to rally roum! the standard of govern- 
“ ment, in opposition to the unjust pre- 
** tencions and atrocious outrages of foreign | 
** powers.” 

I confess, sir, that this proposition ap- 
pears to me somewhat equivocal. Ifthe | 
refusal of the belligerents to listen to our 
pacific overtures, renders it a duty to bury | 
internal differences, and to rally round | 
the standard of government, that duty | 
must be obligatory on every descrifition of 
citizens. Why the framer of these reso- 
lutions wishes to confine it to those whom | 
he is pleased to desiynate by the name of | 
“ good citizens,” Ido not understand — | 





Does he mean it should be understood, 
that those whom he may consider as bad 
citizens, ave under no obligations of duty | 
tothe government? Or is it intended, | 
that the adoption of this proposition, shall | 
serve for a renewed pledge of fealty from 
one particular class of good citizens, to a- | 
nother particular class of gosd citizens. 
between whom jealousies have sprung up? | 
Ifthat is the object, we, as representatives 
of the people at large, in the legislature | 
of this state, are not the proper organs for | 
such a purpose. I, therefore, hope that 
we shali uot sully our legislatiwe charac- | 
ter, by becoming the despicable and sup- | 
ple instruments of crouching, fawning, 
servile party jugglers. 

Again, I must beg to be informed, what 
imperious cause imposes upon us at this | 
part.cular time, more than at aby other, , 
the duty of burying all interna] differences. 
The proposition seems to point to some- 
thing special. War is it? With France 
we have a subsisting treaty. It is truc 
the great Napoleon takes the liberty, now 
and then, of dispensing with it. But the 
advocates of these resolutions say, thathe |

quarter. With Creat Britain « treaty has 
been made which two of Mr. Jeficrson’s 
ministers negociated, and which, under 
all circumstances, was supposed to be od- 
vantageous to this country.

which gall them? What excuse shall we 
have for disappointing their reasonable ex- 
pectation? Will they be satisfied with be- 
ing told that their disappointment was ne- 
cessary ‘S@¥save the party ? 

I beséeels gentlemen to ponder on these 
questions, before they give their votes up- 
oh these resolutions. Let reason and 
conscience perform their offices. They 
are faithful guides. The question is not 
whether we will resist the aggressions of 
Great Britain and France, but whether we 
will tamely submit to arbitrary, grievous, 
and unconstitutional laws ? Whether we 
will identify a weak and tyrannical admin- 
istration with the government ? Whether 
we will prefer the support of a party, to 
the peace, security, welfare and treedom 
of the nation. 

The gentleman from New-York ( Mr. 
Sanford) has said, that the opposers of 
these resolutions contend, that there is no 
cause for the embargo, and therefore we 
must advocate submission. 

This statement of the gentleman is no 
less uncandid, than his conclusion is fal- 
lacious. Our position is, that the embar- 
go is inefficient as a measure of coercion, 
and preposterous as a measure of defence. 
We reprobate it, as an act of submission, 


| asa timid, futile, and ruinous system, 


which exposes the United States to the 
scorn and contempt of the belligerents. 


| Is this advocating submission? No man 


of candor will pretend u—no man of com- 


mon understanding will believe it. 


But gentlemen have satd, that we pre- 
pose ho substitute for the embargo. It 


might suffice to veply to this, that it is 


not competent for ds to furnish a substi. 
The oecasion does not reqmre it. 
I would, however, refer the ventlemen to 


' the course which was pursued at the tume 


of Mr. Jay’s treaty, and when our minis- 
ters of peace were insultingly rejected by 
France. Had the present administration 
adopted the same course—had they man- 
ifested a firm determination to maintain 


- our national rights, and at the saine ume 


opened negotiations for an amicable ad- 
justment of differences with the beiliger- 
ents, they would have secured to them- 
selves the public confidence. Had their 
negotiations failed, the people would have 
united to a man in any effectual mode of 
resistance, and the belligerents would have 
shewn us the respect duc to a powerful 
nation, able and willing to vindicate its 
sovereign rights at every hazard. 

The third proposition is, * that in oh 


| ance of every dictate of patriotism, 


“‘ every consideration of duty, unremitted 


_ attempts are making by citizens of the 
«© United States, with uncommon malig- 


“ nity, by every act of misrepresentation, 
* to enteeble and destroy the exertions of 


 “ the government, in vindicating our ne- 


* tional mghts and honor, by endeavoring 
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*r alienste the affections of the people, 

by opposiny the authority of the laws. 
‘and by menacing a dismemberment of 
# the Union” 

Ilow well this proposition accords with 
the exhortation to bury all internal differen- 
ccs, I shall leave to the advocates of these 
resolutions to explain. Is conciliation 
to be produced by bitter party denuncia- 
tions ? Against whom are those denunci- 
ations levelled ? The gentlemen on the 
other side of the question have unreserv- 
edly avowed that they are levelled against 
our eastern brethren. Do they suppose 
that the intrepid sons of New-England 
will be intimidated by them? The au- 
thor and ddvocates of these resolutions are 
wiolly ignorant of the character of that 
people, if they cherish such an expecta- 
tion. They have either forgotten, or have 
never known, that the eastern people were 
the first who openly resisted the tyranny 
of Great Britain, at the commencement of 
our glorious revolution—who, fearless of 
the dangers of an arduous and unequal 
contest, bared their bosofms to the storms 
of war—and whose successful valor at the 
outset. convinced their doubting country- 
men of the ability of Americans to achieve 
their independence. 

But. sir, on whxt foundation do these 

resolutions rest the foul charge against the 
citize:s of the eastern states, of want of 
Patriotism ond malignant misrepresenta- 
tion, to enfeeble the government and dis- 
able it to vindicate our national rights and 
honor. Those states feel severely the 
pressure of the embargo. It deprives 
their citizens of their ordinary employ- 
ments, and thereby cuts off their means 
of subsistence. All these privations they 
have endured, with unexampled patience, 
for more than twelve months. They have 
seen the honor of the nation prostrated, 
its commercial rights shamefully abandon- 
ed, and as if to compel them to drink the 
bitter cup of humiliation to the very dregs, 
the late enforcing act has destroyed their 
last hope of relief. Thus circumstanced, 
what people, possessing the spirit of free- 
men, would not complain? What pco- 
ple would fefrain from expressing their 
complaints in strong and indignant lan- 
guaye? Does it evince want of patrio'- 
.sm te remonstrate against arbitrary and 
oppressive laws? Does it denote uncom- 
mon malignity to expose with manly 
freedom the dangerous tendency of such 
laws? Are those who make the expe 
sure ebnexious to the odious imputation 
of misrepresentation? Does it enfeeble 
the arm of government, or circumscribe 
the legitimate power of the administration, 
te assert und vindicate our national rights 
and honor? No gentleman, I presume, 
Will venture to answer these questions in 
the affirmative. Wherein then have our 
easterh brethren offended? The adyo- 
cates @f these resolutions allege, that they 
hove endeavored to alienate the affections 
of the people from the government Is 
this allegation true? Is there no distinc- 
tion between the administration and the 
government? The eastern states have no 
confidence in the prcsent administration, 
because their measures are weak. tyran- 
nical and degrading. They wish for a 
change of men and measures. Do the 
advocates of these resolutions mean to 
contend that it is anti-patriotic, in an e- 
lective government, to endeavor to put 
down weak, impol tic and despotic rulers ? 
Is it necessary to the vindication of the 
rights and honor of the United States, 
that we should approve the unwise and 
ruinous acts of such rulers? No, sir, 
such doctrines are repugnant to the prin- 
ciples of our republican form of govern- 
ment. They are slavish, and calculated 
to extinguish that noble spirit ef freedom, 
which is the boast and glory of every true 
American. 

It is also alleged, that the citizens of 
New England have opposed the authority 
of the laws, and menaced a dismember- 
ment of the union. But whatare the acts 
of opposition which the gentlemen com- 
piuin of ? Town-meeting resolutions, re- 
monstrating against. and reprobating the 
embargo law, with its train of pernicious 
and despotic supplements. Are the ad- 
vocates of these resolutions hardy enough 
to deny the right of the people to question 
the wisdom and justice of that odious, op- 
pressive and ruinous system? If they 
are. the people ought to know it, to ena- 
ble them to judge correctly of the princi- 
ples of those boasting champions of re- 
publicanism—those Zealous supporters of 
the constitution —those faithful friends to 
. oil liberty. 

With respect toa dismemberment of 
the union, | have seen no evidence to in- 
duce me to believe that our eastern breth- 
ren have ever contemplated it. On the 
conteaty, My convietion is strong, that 
they are sincerely attached to the union. 
They have a deep interest in its preser- 
vation, and if the conditions of the feder- 
al compact are faithfully fulfilled by the 
administration, they wili strenuously sup- 
port it. But it should be remembered, 
that the duties of obedience and protec- 
tion ate reciprocal, and that when rulers, 
instead of protecting, trample upon the 
tights of the people, they provoke in- 
temperate manifestations of just indiyna- 
tion. 

We have been told, sir, by the gentle- 
man from New-York (Mr. Sanford) that 
there are choice its in the east, who, 
like Burr, want to be made kings. Who 
those choice spirits are, he bas not in- 
formed us ; nor will I stop to enquire. I 
must, however, be indulged to ask the 


by what test he ascertains this 
emus ie royalty ? Whether non- 
‘conformity to the political precepts of the 
present administration, is any evidence 
of i? Hf it ws, he may, perbaps uninten- 
tionally, unphreate the suthor of the re- 
solutions, which he so wurmly advocates, 


anless indeed absolution sholl be granted 
him of his late contumucy. 

The gentleman has also said, that the 
eastern states want to form an alliance 
with Great-Britain, On what his assertion 
is founded, he has not seen fit to disclose. 
Until he produces some testimony of the 
fact, no impertial man will believe it. 
What! the New-E.ngland people desire an 
alliance with the British government ? No 
—they have smarted too severely during 
our revolutionary struggle, to feel partial 
ities towards that government. But they 
are, at the same time, too enlightened not 
to foresee, that the United States would 
be exposed to great calamities by being 
plunged into an unnecessary war with 
the English nation, to faver the views of 
France. They therefore deprecate such 
a war, and are solicitous that every hen- 
orable mean should be essayed to avert it. 
And hence, the gentleman infers, that the 
eastern states wishto form an alliance 
with Britain. As well might he infer, 
that an anxious solicitude to preserve the 
peace and prosperity of this country, evin- 
ces want of patriotism and disaffection to 
the government. 

The gentleman from Chenango (Mr. 
German) has called the attention of the 
house to an address from the Legislature 
of this state to the president of the Unit- 
ed States, in the year 1798. He has told 
us, that it was agreed to unanimously, and 
that the minority were not unwilling then 
to rally round the government. 

The language of that address was, 
“that whatever differences of opinion 
“ might exist on local questions, we neith- 
“ er were nos would be a divided people ; 
“ but, on the contrary, it was our unani- 
“ mous resolution, at the risk of our lives 
“ and fortunes, to maintain and defend 
‘our national honor, rights and indepen- 
“ dence, against the French republic, and 
“every other nation and power. That 
“ we were convinced of the necessity of 
* union, and that we would regard those 
“as unworthy, who at that momentous 
“ juncture of eur affairs, should attempt 
“ to disseminate discord among the peo- 
“ple.” Now, says the gentleman, the 
minority on this floor oppose the mea- 
sures of the general government, and 
will not pledge themselves to resist fo- 
reign aggressions. 

This, sir. is a palpable instance of the 
disingenuousness of the advocates of the 
resolutions under consideration. Why 
did not the gentleman state to the house. 
that when that address was proposed and 
unawimously adopted, the legislature was 
convened pursuant to a special call of the 
governor, in consequence of a formal cem- 
munication. from the president, announ- 
cing the danger of a war? At that time, 
the particular object of the meeting, was 
to deliberate on the proper means of de- 
fence. The occasion called forth that 
aonorable legislative declaration “ that we 

** would risk our lives and fortunes in the 
* impending contest, to maintain and de- 
‘4 fend-our -national honor, rights and inde- 
‘* pendence against foreign enemies.” 
The majority gave an earnest of their up- 
rightmess and sincerity, as well in making 
the declaration, as in recommending un- 
ion, by carefuly discarding all contentious 
topicks. They did not, on the one hand, 
make an officious proffer of support in be- 
half of their constituents, but were duly 
called upon for that purpose by the exec- 
utive of the United States—they did not 
accompany their assurances of support to 
the governmet, with an unqualified ap- 
probation of all the measures of the ad- 
ministration—nor did they back their re- 
commendation of union with bitter party 
denunciations, nor on the other hand, did 
the administration rest the defence of the 
country on odious, destructive and despot- 
ic Embargo laws; but onthe energies of 
the nation. They resolved to prepare to 
repel force by force, and to assume acom- 
manding attitude of resistance, while 
they, for the last time, and with sincerity, 
presented the olive branch to the aggres- 
sors. The result proved the wisdom of 
their conduct, andis a severe censure on 
that of the present administration. 

But, sir, to render the contrast between 
the address of 1798, and the present re- 
solutions, more striking, let us turn to that 
address, and see how caution and circum- 
spection were blended with patriotism.— 
“ The eovernment of the United States 
* (said its framers) results from the con- 
“ stitution, and being administered by men 
“constitutionally chosen and appointed, 
*« shall, in all its constitutional and legal fro- 
“ceedings, receive our decided support.”’ 
Here is no servile adulation—no unlimit- 
ed commitment to the administration — 
The legislature were mindful of their du- 
ty to their constituents, and of the respect 
which is due to the constitution, at the 
same time that they gave an unequivocal 
pledge of vigorous support to the govern- 
ment- How dignified—-how becoming 
freemen are the sentiments of that address ! 
And how abject—how sycophantic, and 
humiliating do these resolutions appear, 
when contrasted with it! 1 will not insult 
the majority of this house, by saying, that 
this contrast marks the distinction betweeu 
federalism and democracy. The text is 
fairly expounded ; let every candid man 
make the application. 

The gentleman from Chenango (Mr. 
German) for the purpose of evading ar- 
guments which he could not refute, has, 
with his usual cunning, endeavoured to 
convict me of inconsistency, by a_ refer- 
rence to the concurrent resolutions of the 
senate and assembly of the year 1798, in 
answer to the resolutions of the legisla- 
tures of Virginia and Kentucky, relative 
te the alicn and sedition laws. It would 
have gratified me extremely, had the gen- 
tleman pointed out particularly wherein 
ike inconsistency which he imputes to me 
ceusists- in reading over those resolu- 
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tions, Ldo not perceive a sentiment in 
them which I wish to retract. The legis- 
latures last mentioned, had in their reso- 
lutions poured out the most intemperate 
invectives upon the national administra- 
tion, and had inculcated doctrines which I 
then thought and still think were perni- 
cious and unconstitutional ; and had trans- 
mitted copies of those. resolutions to the 
legislature of this state, through the gov 
ernor. The concurrent resdlutions refer- 
red to by the gentleman, had my hearty 
approbation. Bui 1 am yet to learn how 
my reprobation of the pernicious and un- 
constitutional doctrines contained in the 
Virginia and Kentucky resolutions, is in- 
consistent with my opposition to the e- 
qually mischicvous doctrines, and the out- 
rageous calumnies against our eastern 
brethren, which are contained in the reso- 
lutions on your desk. My sentiments 
then were as they ere now, “ that it-is es- 
“sential to every government, that it 
“ should have authority to defend and pre- 
“ serve its constitutional powers inviolate- - 
“ that a reasonable confidence in the consti- 
“tuted authorities and chosen representa- 
“tives of the people is indispensable.”— 
Bat, permit me to ask, whether arbitrary 
and uncorstitutional laws are essential 
means to maintain constitutionas power? 
Whether a reasonable confidence in ru- 
lers, implies an obligation to approve un- 
qualifiedly all their acts? Whether it is 
incompatible with reasonable confidence 
in the admmnistratien, that the people 
should exercise the sacred right of assem- 
bling peaceably, discussing their meas- 
ures, and endeavouring, ina constitutional 
manner, to obtain a redress of grievances ? 


Is reasonable confidence predicated on the 


slavish doctrine of passive obedience? If 
it is not, wherein does my fancied incon- 
sistency appear? Let the advocates of 
these resolutions shew that all the meas- 
ures of the administration are praise-wor- 
thy—that no oppressive and tyrannicz! 
laws have been passed, and attempted to 
be enforced at the point of the bayonet, 
and that the complaints of the people are 
without foundation. When they do that, 
[ will cheerfully give my assent to the un- 
qualified tribute of approbation contained 
an the resolutions. ' 

The gentleman from Chenango, not 
content with attemping to fix the charge 
of inconsistency on me individually, has 
told the house, that in the year last men- 
tioned, a resolution was moved in this 
branch of the legislature, declaring the 
right of the citizens of this state and of 
their representatives, either individually or 
collectively, to express their opinions re- 
specting any act of congress, or any oth- 
er public measure; and that it was nega- 
tived by the federalists. 

I had not the honor of a seat in this 
house at the time to which the gentleman 
alludes, and therefore, as he has not 
thought it proper to explain the object of 
the mover of that resolution, it is not for 
me to say whether its rejection was justi- 
fiable er otherwise.” This I am however 
prepared to say, that the rejection of the 
resolution does not prove the negation of 
the abstract principles which it involved. 
The propriety of adopting or “ voting it 
out”’ (as the gentleman was pleased to ex- 
press himself) depended on the purpose 
for which it was “introduced. All there- 
fore that the resolution last referred to by 
him establishes is, that the democratic 
members of this house in 1798, asserted 
the same right, for the exercise of which, 
the resolutions which that gentleman now 
advocates, reproach and calumniate the 
people of New- England. 

But the gentleman proceeded to say, 
that he then voted that the people had a 
right to express their opinions on public 


measures. and that the judicial pewer ex- 


tends to all cases of law and equity, ari- 
sing under the constitution and laws of 
the United States; and that his senti- 
ments remain unaltered. Well, sir, if 
these sentiments are correct, as they un- 
doubtedly must be, seeing that they come 
from such Aigh authority, what becomes 
of the gentleman's charge of inconsisten- 
cy against me? If the judicial power to 
decide all questions of law and equity, 
does not exclude the right of the people 
to meet peaceably together, and express 
the:r opimons on the acts and proceedings 
of government, how can that consistent 
gentleman reconcile it toa just sense of 
propricty to advocate resolutions, which 
uot only deny that right, but impute want 
of patriotism, disaffection to the govern 

ment, and a seditious spirit, to those who 
exercise i? oe: - gn 

There is yet asmall matter between 
the gentlemen and myself tu be disposed 
of, after which, I shall return to the reso- 
lutions under consideration. 

He has informed the house, that those 
who, in 1798, supported the sound doc- 
trines before stated, were my pupils. — 
This is indeed extravagantly flattering to 
me. I did know, at the time, and was 
proud that [ had the very great honor of 
being a fellow laborer in the same politi- 
cal vineyard with that gentlernan ; but 
until this day I have been ignorant that he 
considered himself as under my tuition. 
Had not his modesty (for I can attribute 
it to no other cause) restrained him from 
making it known, I should have deemed 
it my bounden duty to exert all the weight 
and influence of a faithful preceptor, to 
recall him from the devious paths in which 
he has since strayed. Perhaps! might 
have been the happy instrument of secur- 
ing to my friends his valuable labors. But 
I fear it is now too late. My quondam 
pupil, guided no doubt by some propitious 
star, has discovered the direct road to 
honors and preferment. Not, sir, that I 
would insinuate that honors and prefer- 
ment will ever allure him from the path 
of rectitude. I mention them only te shew 
how remarkably fortunate he has been. 
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I beg pardon of the house for this di- 
gression. which [ assure you. sir, that no- 
thing but the profound respect due to whot 
falls from the gentleman from Chenango, 
could have drawn me into. 

The fourth proposition contained in the 
resolutions under consideration is, “* that 
“ it is our indispensable duty at this critical 
* and eventful period, to discountenance 
“the daring and factious proceedings of 
‘* our eastern brethren, and to beset testi 
“ mony against the insolent encroach- 
“ ments of foreign nations ” 

Have we indeed arrived at a critical and 
eventful period ? Are our national rights 
insolently encroached upon by foreign 
powers? What has produced. this por- 
tentous crisis? Who are the coatluctors 
of the nation, that have brought it into 
such a perilous situation? Is it the re- 
sult of that wisdom, friendship and imp=r- 
tiality which these resolutions applaud ? 
Do we owe the tribute of approbation to an 
administration whose measures have ex- 
posed the nation to imminent peiils? I 
think not, and therefore am unable to ima- 
gine on what ground these resolutions can 
be justified. 

I wilt not detain the house by renewing 
the examination of the proceedings which 
the author of the resolutions has been 
pleased to term “ daring and factious.”— 
Suffice it to remark, here, that the rights 
of the people cannot be held in high esti- 
mation by a man who has the audacity 
wantonly to stigmatize the peaceable, or- 
derly and enlightened citizens of neigh- 
boring states, for exercising their inesti- 
mable privileges as freemen. 

vith respect to the insolent encroach- 
ments of foreign nations, | am ready to 
bear the most decided testimony against 
them, when duly required so to do. Nay, 
more, I am prepared to unite with my 
fellow-citizens to, oppose them at every 
hazard. But I cannot at the saine time 
bestow plaudits on an administration who 
exhibit neither wisdom nor spirit to con- 








duct a manly resistance. Such encroach- 
ments should be met with circumspection, 
dignity and firmness—net with pusillanim- 
ity, duplicity and obsequiousness. Nor is 
the period of such encroachments the time 
which upright and enlightened rulers 
would choose for the introduction of odious, 
arbitrary and destructive laws. On the 
coutrary, they would endeavor, by whole- 
some and just measures, to secure the 
confidence and affection of the People. — 
Have the present administration done so ? 
Have they not rather been studious to de- 
vise, and persevering in their endeavors 
to carry into execution by military force, 
projects which are abhorrent to the feel- 
ings of Freemen, hostile to our most pre- 
cious rights and interests, and degrading 
to the character of the nation? Vet upon 
that administration these resolutions heap 
the most extravagant commendations. 

The last, but not least, objectionable 
proposition presented for our considera- 
tion by these resolutions is, “ that we are 
“ satisfied that the conduct of the nation- | 
“ al government has been calculated to 
“ secure the resources, to preserve. the 
“ peace, to maintain the honor, and to pro- 
** mote the interest of this country.” 

When this proposition was first read, I 
flattered myself that the advocates of these 
resolutions were prepared to demonstrate 
it. The result has however proven, that 
1 was influenced more by an ardent soli- 
citude for the honor of the nation, than 
by any well-grounded expectation. 

How does it appear that our resources 
have been secured ? Are not the chan- 
nels through which they flowed obstruct- 
ed? Where are they to be found ?—in 
dismantled and decaying ships—in heaps 
of unsaleable produce perishinge in Our 
store-houses and granaries—in the distres- 
ses and ruin of many classes of our fellow- 
citizens—in an empty treasury—in odious 
loans—and in distracted and bewildered 
councils? No. But peace has been pre- 
served. What !--Can the nation be at 
peace, when these resolutions assert that 
the union of the states is menaced—that 
faction stalks abroad—and that the author- 
ity of the laws is opposed—when the 
military is raised above the civil power— 
and when the military and naval forces 
and the militia of the United States are 
put in a state of requisition to awe the 
people into submission? From such a 
peace, I fervently pray the beneficient 
Author of all Good to deliver my country. 

Or do the resolutions refer particularly 
to peace with foreign nations? If they 
do, the gentleman from New-York has 
iold the house explicitly, that we are ip 
a state of war, and that we were so, when 
that notable preserver of peace, the Em- 
bargo, was laid—nay, that we were at war 
with both Great Britain and France.— 
Hence it would seem that the resolutions 
and one of their strenuous advocates 
are at issue upon a point of fact.— 
How this collision has happened, it may 
not be material to ascertain. Let an en- 
‘ightened and impartial community deter- 
mine on the relative credibility of the wit- 
nesses. 

it may not be improper, however, to 
examine what kind of peace has been pre- 
served with foreign powers by the admin 
istration. Is it nota peace which subjects 
this country to all the inconvenierces and 
privations of a war—which has degraded 
it in the eyes of the belligerents not only, 
but of the whole world? And how has 
this fatal and inglorious peace been pre- 
served? By tame, abject, base submis- 
sion to the insolence and aggressions of 
the belligerents—and by a shameful aban- 
donment of our important national rights. 
To the preservers of such a peace, the ad- 
vocates of these resolutions call upon this 
house to ascribe praise, and glory, and 
honor ! 

Let us now inquire, how the honor of 
the pation has been maintained 2? Are the 
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with impunity? Have we not been bal.

Having now cone through the examina. 
tion of the psrticulur propositions contains 
ed in the resolutions on your desk, | must 
solicit the indulgence of the house a few 
moments longer, while I notice some de« 
sultory observations, whieh have fallen 
from gentlemen on the other side of the 
question, and which bave not yet been re- 
plied to. 

The gentleman from New-York (Mr. 
Sanford) has remarked, that the United 
States have enjoyed u state -f unexampled 
prosperity for tiirty ye past. Why 
did he not explayn whai produced that 
prosperous state? Were we exeinpt from 
foreign, aggressions? = =No—he admits 
that we were not; and that a treaty was 
negociated which saved us from wer—|. nd” 
he should have added, which preserved 
our prosperity. How was that accom 
plished ? Not by retiring from the oceen 
—not by relinquishing commerce—not 
by a self destroying embarge—not by pro- 
tracted and insincere negociations—not 
by arbitrary, oppressive, and unconstitu- 
tional laws—But by a dignified and manly 


cere, and upright negociation, accompae ’ 
nied with preparations which exhibited 
decisive proofs of a firm determination t 
enforce and maintain the rights aud honor 
of tne nation at‘every hazard. 

With respect to the treaty alluded to, | 
the gentleman observed, “ that it saved 
“us from war, and that was all the good 
“ that it did.” Well, sit, and4snot“ they 
saving us from war” the Loastec merit of 
his favorite embargo? He does not, | 
hope, mean to strip that miserable system 
of the great merit which the resolutions 
he advocates ascribe tot. But he must 
be very uninformed relative to the pro- 
visions of Mr. Juy’s treaty, or he would 
not have omitted to state that it secured 
to usthe surrender of the western posts, 
and a compensation to our citizens for 
heavy losses sust:ined by illegal captures 
of their vessels by British subjects, beside 
éxtensive commercial advantages. The 
provisions and effects of that treaty mark 
strongly the coutrast between the wise and 
honorable mewsures of former adm nistras 
tions, and the weak and pus:ilanimous 
conduct of the present adm nistrativn. 

The gentleman from Orange (Mr Ross} 
observed that the language of our min’ 
ter at Paris, tothe French government 
has been strong and spirited. In some im- 
stances I grant that it has, and I rejoice 
that we have one diplomutic agent who has 
manifested a disposition to maintain the 
dignity of the American character. Mg 
joy is however damped, when I rv flect on 
the extreme solicitude which the Secreta 
ry of State (our President cher) evihees 
by his instructions io repress Gen. Arie 
strony’s spirit. least it mizht offend the 
pride of his imperial Majesty. What 
does that solicitude indicate? Does it 
not denote an uneommen degree of defer 
ence to French pride and havy! ines ? 
The same gentleman remarked, shat) 
our present situation is similar to the cow’ 
dition we Were in at the commencemeft 
of the revolution. 1 admit the truth o! bit 
remark, with this qualification, that weart 
now more able wo assert and maintet 
our rights. The similarity otherwise ® 
striking and admonitory. We were the 
goaded by the oppressive and tyrannical 
laws of the Englst periiament te the de 
fence of our unalienable privileges.

But, sir, 1 will not trespass longer on 
your patience. I have endeavored to 
give a faithial exposition of the resolu- 
tions on yourdesk = [f I have occasional- 
ly digressed from the subject, it has been 
in pursuit of the gentlemen opposed to 
me. It remains for the majority of this 
house to determine, whether they will 
drink the humiliating cup which bas been 
prepared for.them by the honorable the 
senate.

It 
seems those mischievous dogs discovered 
this hungry democ RAT gnawing another 
hole into the treasury bags—and they at- 
tempted to clap a paw upon him— He es- 
caped, however, with no other injury than 
a small scratch, and a terrible fright. ‘To 


drop the metaphor—the “ federal law-° 


yers,” as Sir Solomon calls them, would 
hot permit a snug little clause to be ad- 
ded to the supply-bill, giving an addition 
of four dollars end fifty cents per sheet for 
State-printing, without explaining the 
thing to the house, and endeavering to 
bind the printer to a faithful performance 
of his contract. This was indeed an un- 
pardon able insult to Sir Solomon’s integ- 
recy. What! Shall federal lawyers pre- 
sume to impose restraints on the charges 
of a democratic state-printer? It is insuf- 
ferable. Do not the good people ef this 
state know, that Sir Solomon has long 
been me devoted servant of democracy ? 
Surely, it must appear highly unjust, in 
the eyes of every liberal man, to prescribe 


The labourer is worthy 
of bis hire; and when a democratic state- 
Printer is left at liberty to make as many 
sheets with as little printing as he pleases, 
he stands a better chance of being well re- 
warded, than when he is restricted by pre- 
cise regulations. 

‘But Sit Solomon, in order to shew the 
Peasonableness of his charges, has produ-

recollected, that he has been in the habit 
of charging the federalists with extrava- 
gance. Should this be remembered by 
the readers of the Register, they may be 
led to suspect that he has had recourse to 
federal testimony in order to cover his own 
extravagance. And in the second place, 
Sir Solomon's contract for the state-prin- 
ting, was made last July, at the rate of 
five dollars and fifty cents per sheet.— 
Hence, one of two things—either Sir Solo- 
mon ‘w.ew, when he made the contract, 
at what rate he could afford to do the 
state-printing, and stipulated for an ade- 
quate compensation; or he was ignorant 
of the business he contracted to execute, 
and has been obliged to expose his ignor- 
ance to the assembly, by exhibiting a cer- 
tificate of the federal printers, given in 
1803, to prove that he had in July, 1808, 
undertaken to perform prinung for the 
state, at five dollars and fifty cents per 
sheet, which was worth more than ten 
dollars per sheet. Thus Sir Solomon has 
brought himselfinto a dilemma. It would 
have been bettcr, had he been content with 
receiving the fruits of his fortunate mis- 
take, by the favor of a democratic majori- 
ty im the legislature, without saying apy 
thing about it. In certain situations, si- 
lence is the best evidence of wisdom. 
Should Sir Solomon, who seems now to 
be “a very ram-cat in a fiassion,’’ repeat 
his complaints, they may be examined 
further by the Printers to the People.

Between the State-Printer and the Printers to the 
People. 

State-Printer.—The federal lawyers in the as- 
sembly intend to make an electioneering hobby of 
this state-printing business. 

Printers to the People. —Why, then, did you 
not, like an honest man, submit to some regula- 
tion, and deprive them of the opportunity ?

S. P.—It makes me mad to see these federal 
lawyers trying to stint a mechanic in his hard 
earnings. 

P. P.—Tiey had no wish to stint you as to 
your donest earnings ; but they found you had 
cheated the public about fourteen per cent. in 
printing the journals, and about fifty per cent. 
in the extra. printing—and they were desirous of 
regulating you. How an honest man could be 
mad at this, we know not. 

S. P.—The federal beil-weathers meant to gull 
the public.

Latest from Spain. 


Sear 1 
Our late accoun:s from Spain have been very. 


contradictory. Itis buta few days since otr 
French partizans were exulting in the most ¢x- 
travagant manner, on account of the rumoured 
successes of their friend Bonaparte. The Span- 
ish patriots were represented as flying in every 
direction, or submiting by thousakds to the arms 
f the conquerer. It was also represented that 
the inhabitants of Cadiz were greatly alarmed, 
for the fate of that city—that irs capture wasap- 
prehended, &c. These tales were told with so 
much confidence ; and had generally such an,aiy 
of plausibility, that we had almost given up our 
hopes—we had already added Spain to the long 
list of subjugated and enslaved nations, over 
which Napoleon helds the rod of persecution and 
terror. But our anxiety is somewhat relieved, 
by alate arrival at Philadelphia, direct from Ca- 
diz. The following articles are copied from the 
Philadelphia Gazet'e :— 


The following inreresting letter of a recent 
date, is from a distinguished gentleman residing 
in Cadiz—Its contents may be relied en. 

* In spite of the wars and battles going on in 
the North of Spain, we enjoy the utmost tran- 
quility here; and there is all appearance it will 
not be disturbed, as in spite of the weakness and 
uncertainty of anew government, the treachery, 
intrigue and blind ambition of many individu- 
als, in spite that Bonaparte has thrown upon us 
200,000 men with his best generals and hunself 
at their head, he does not possess but a narrow 
military road from Bayonne to Madrid, the coun 
try all round that line being in the hands of the 
Spaniards. This long line of his military opera. 
tions is flanked and ‘hreatened on all sides, and 
on this account he has beeti obliged ro fall back 
in every direction. Madrid will be free before 
three weeks, and the heroes of Jena and Auster- 
litz will be obliged to withdraw with more shame 
than laurels on their heads. The Marquis de Ro- 
mana, with the British, have broken the line of 
his communication, and we expect very soon to 
hear some sati:factory information from this 
quarter.”

I can say nothing very agreeable to you on the 
subject of our political situation. Some most 
bloody battles have been fought, ene of which 
where Bo was at che head, is said to be 
more bloody than that of Austerlitz.

Pignatelli, had given an official acceunt of 
this, and was placing himself at the head of the 
armed peasantry to pursue the above fugitives.— 
You may momently expect great news, and do 
not be surprised if you hear that the famous Bo- 
naparte is forced to retreat to the Escurial.” 

In addition to the feregoing, we have seentwo 
letters, dated Cadiz, the 30:h Jan. the latest re- 
ceived, which state, that an express had just ar- 
rived announcing a victory obtained over the 
French, by the combined Spanish and British ar- 
mies. 

We are indebted to a respectable friend for the 
use of a collection of late Spanish papers, from 
which we shall have translated such articles as 
possess any interest.
